C.L.  Gottmann  has  been  a  part  of  MHS  for  the  past  12  years.  The  first  five  years  he  was  a  teacher  of  gov- 
ernment and  coach  of  the  tennis  team.  The  past  seven  years  he  has  been  principal. 

His  tennis  teams  had  the  enviable  records  of  13-0  during  each  of  his  last  two  years  as  coach.  The  team 
won  two  IMLC  championships  and  the  sectional  title  in  1969. 

A  resident  of  North  Manchester  for  24  years,  Mr.  Gottmann  came  here  from  a  superintendent's  position 
in  Missouri.  Before  becoming  a  teacher  at  MHS  Mr.  Gottmann  was  a  member  of  the  local  school  board. 

Mr.  Gottmann  takes  great  pride  in  the  community  and  in  the  achievements  of  Manchester  High  School 
students  and  teachers.  Under  his  capable  leadership  MHS  has  been  a  high  school  in  which  each  of  us  is 
proud  to  be  a  part. 


Gerold  "Doe"  Faudree  was  Athletic  Director  at  Manchester  High  School  for  18  years.  Mr.  Faudree  was 
instrumental  in  initiating  new  sports  programs  for  both  boys  and  girls. 

Mr.  Faudree's  career  began  at  Deedsville  High  School.  He  then  moved  to  Jefferson  Center  before 
coming  to  Chester  Township  in  1942.  This  began  his  long  association  with  the  North  Manchester  com- 
munity. While  at  Chester  his  basketball  squads  compiled  a  record  is  362  wins  and  210  losses.  On  the 
varsity  level  his  teams  won  six  county  basketball  championships,  two  sectional  titles  and  one  regional 
championship. 

The  highlight  of  Mr.  Faudree's  coaching  career  was  in  1948  when  his  basketball  team  won  its  first  27 
games,  including  victories  over  Kokomo  and  Marion  in  the  regional  tourney.  Chester  met  defeat  in  the 
28th  game  of  the  season  again  Portland  High  School  in  the  third  round  of  the  state  tournament. 

Mr.  Faudree  has  also  been  active  in  community  affairs,  including  the  United  Methodist  Church,  the 
Manchester  Community  Foundation,  the  Recreation  Board  and  Rotary. 

Mr.  Faudree's  contributions  to  Manchester  High  will  be  remembered  for  years  to  come.  Much  of  his 
work  was  beyond  the  call  of  duty.  Students  have  gained  much  through  their  association  with  a  man 
such  as  "Doe"  Faudree.
